REVAL, Aug. 27.—vi1a Copenhagen, 
Aug. 29.—Pskov, the most important 
city on the Baltic front, has been cap- 
tured by the bolsheviki after’ several 
days of heavy bombarameut. The Rus- 
sian White guard line has been pushed 
back fifteen versts and the retreat is 
continuing. These are the troops that 


‘grad before the end of September.

But, in- 
stead of advancing, the Russian White 
guard is being driven in confusion in 
the opposite direction to Petrograd. 

I have just returned to Reval from 
a visit to the Esthonian and Russian 
sectors east of Narva. I attempted to 
reach Pskov, but was turned back by 
the retreat of the Russians. I found

Two Sides of Story. 

Russian officers say their soldiers | 
mostly are deserters from the Reds 
who are fearful of torture, if captured 
by ghe bolsheviki, and run away at the 
appearance of the enemy. The soldiers 
say they have no confidence in their 
officers and are afraid, if they make a 
stand, that the officer cOmmanding 
them may have sold out to the bolshe- 
viki. Several late incidents confirm 
the reasonableness of this belief. 

Col. Stojakin, chief of staff to Gen. 
Balakowitch at Pskov, was found 
guilty by a court martial a few days 
ago of accepting a bribe of 1,000,000 
rubles from the bolsheviki to turn over 
a part of the line under his command 
to the Reds. Stojakin was executed by 
a firing squad. Gen. Balakowitch was 
placed under arrest, charged with in- 
subordination, but he is said to be 
thought implicated with Siojakin. 
There are officers who have deserted to 
the bolsheviki on promises of high of- 
fice and big estates in Russia, 

The Russian White guare <= poorly 
armed and clothed and is jealous of the 
Esthonian army, which has been well 
clothed by England. The Russians lay 
the blame for the loss of Pskov on the 
Esthoniars, who last week evacuated 
a large sector in front of Pskov with- 
out warning to the Russians. Fearing 
the Esthonians would continue their 
retreat to the Esthonian boundary, 
they were sent to the Narva front, 
which is identical with the Esthonian 
boundary line. The Russian troops 
rushed to the Pskov sector, but too 
late to eheck the acvance of the bol- 
sheviki. 

Resent Allied Reticence, 

Esthonian officers admitted to me 
they did not see why they should ad- 
vance and fight for the entente nat’ons 
when those nations will not recognize 
Esthonia as a republic. They declare 
that if America or England would 
recognize the independence of Es- 
thonia, the troops would be willing to 
advance against the bolsheviki, but at 
present they’ are willing only to put 
up a defensive fight on the boundary 
line of Esthonia, 

I saw the bolsheviki in good posi- 
tions wherever I went, with plenty of 
ammunition, putting down a_ well 
placed fire whenever they felt like it. 
The Esthonians and Russians said the 


discipline of the bolsheviki was ex-el- 


The Red troops are well officered 
and have plenty of machine guns, can-

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TREATY CRISIS 


FRENCH CHAMBER 


Clemenceau and Pact 
Face Test Vote on 
Tuesday. 


PARIS, Aug. 29.—[By the Assocl- 
ated Press.]—The general discussion 
of the ratification of the peace treaty 
came to a dramatic conclusion this 
afternoon in the chamber of deputies. 

After a stirring speech by Albert 
Thomas, former member of the war 
council, more than twenty deputies 
who were expected to take part in the 
debate announced their decision to re- 
frain from speaking. 

Shock to Government, 

The government was plainly embar- 
rassed, all the ministers gathering 
around Premier Clemenceau. They 
conferred for several minutes, and 
finally Andre Tardieu arose and said 
the government had anticipated a dis- 
cussion lasting well into next week, but 
was ready to proceed and would re- 
quire an hour and a half. 

“We will listen to you,” came from 
all parts of the house. 

Jean Bon, Socialist and extremist, 
came to the rescue of the government 
by the very bitterness of his attack, 
refusing to hear Capt. Tardieu or any 
subordinate and calling upon Premier 


Clemenceau himself. He declared hej} 


would hear no one else.. 
Means Test for Premier. 

This made it a question of confidence 
and all the government’s supporters 
rallied to the premier. The sitting 
was then adjourned until Tuesday.

SENATOR KNOX ON THE TREATY. 

Senator Knox’s vigorous attack upon the treaty 
will receive fairer consideration than it could have 
hoped for when the public was taking the treaty 
into its favors not on a basis of knowledge, but on 
the assumption that it expressed Mr. Wilson's 
idealistic fourteen points. Since then the realities 
of the treaty have been gradually revealed and 
disillusionment is spreading. The cold, gray dawn 
of the morning after our emotional expectations 
has come upon us, and we are beginning to ask 
ourselves seriously whether we are anxious to 
embark upon an enterprise so discredited by the 
standards we had generously and ardently hoped 
the war chastened nations of Europe had wel- 


/~ 


“The effect of the entire scene at Versailles,” 
says the Manchester Guardian, the leading British 
journalistic critic of the treaty, “was to make lib- 
eral minded Americans,ask whether it is wise to 
involve their country in continental disputes 
among nations which could not learn to rise above 
national egoism and yin in her invitation to es- 
tablish foundations for a better future, with na; 
tional justice and accord.” 

It was indeed, and the effect has been deepened 
by what has been revealed and what has taken 
place since and is taking place every day. The 
American people, for example, do not enjoy the 
revelation we have been treated to of our repre- 
sentative confronted suddenly by treaties of which 


he was not informed, but which rendered his | 


idealistic purpose futile at one of the most impor- 
tant points of international friction. We do not 
like to seem so futile even by representation. Also, 
we do not like such a specimen of sordid and san- 
guinary egotism as is being presented in Hungary 
under the hypocritical guise of a defense of civili- 
zation. 
No, America likes the treaty less and less every 
day, and looks upon the deplorable situation of 
Eurorean peoples with less and less confidence 


=), that we are called upon to set their violent house- 


hold in order. 

In fact, we are told, especially by French jour- 
nalists, that we are nct wanted unless we are con- 
tent to ungerwrite the enterprise which European 
rancors and self-interests have created with so 
little regard for our opinion, either of right or ex- 
pediency. It seems we are to pay the piper, but 
not name the dance; that we are to be pleased with 
Pickwickian praise of our ideals while Europe goes 
ber old way to new wars and tyrannies. 

It may be that despite the growing distrust of 
the réle Mr. Wilson proposes for us, we may con- 
sider it inexpedient to refuse some adhesion to the 
ee 2% The Guardian, though sharply critical, be- 
i the failure of the treaty would bring about 
“i nmeasurable confusion.” Certainly we have no 
desire to add to the miseries of Europe, but neither 
have we any disposition to be engulfed in them. 
The powers are not likely to evolve a better treaty 


at this time if we withdraw; whereas, it is reason- 


able to hope that the present treaty in its most 
stupid and obnoxious provisions, at least, will be 


, modified, not so much by our influence as at the 


dictation of experience. If the peace could be es- 
sentially bettered it would be not only our interest. 
but our duty to defeat the present treaty. But 
the peace which the treaty expresses is not made 
by individuals or by phrases, but by forces. Until 
these forces are mitigated we may not hope for a 
better peace. 
Our concern, therefore, it seems to Tux TRIB- 
un, should be to face the facts, and to lay our 
course so as to give such aid as we safely may to 


_ Buropean reconstruction, while at the same time 


preserving the essentials of independent action in 
‘eur foreign affairs and refusing commitments to 
responsibilities undisclosed or unrelated to our 
own natidénal safety and welfare. 

Reservations such as have heen proposed by Sen- 
ater Lodge, Mr. Root, Mr. Hughes, and other 
eriticg of the treaty seem to us to offer a plausible 
compromise with the fears and objections so justly 
and patriotically expressed by Senator Knox. His 
Position, we do not hesitate to admit, it a very 
strong one, and it may be the American people 
prefer it to that of compromise by reservation. 
But the middle road is pointed out by statesmen of 
ripe experience, and it would seem to be safe to 
take it. 

Ratification with reservations would hasten at 
least the superficial political readjustments of the 

situation and give us, if not peace, at least an im- 
mediate truce, and that surely is urgently desired 
by us all. 


NOTHING INCLUDES ARMENIA. 

The American government may be excused if it 
Proceeds slowly towards the acceptance of a man- 
Gate for Armenia or Turkey. Lioyd George tells 
Parliament that American hesitation ts making the 
situation embarrassing. The British think that our 
duty is clear. It is to take Armenia, at least, if 
not the Turks and the Kurds and the Tartars. 

We did not hear any demand that we take Per. 

sia, although we had some experience in Persia. 
Mr. Shuster, an American, had control of Persian 
finances and was running them extraordinarily 
well, to the prosperity and stability of the nation, 
until Russia and Great Britain made it impossible 
for him to continue a purely constructive and 
Altruistic administration for the benefit of a dis.

We are not quarreling with British diplomacy.

The 
decision is one which the public will appreciate 


organized labor, a consideration we think it may 
very well keep in mind. , 

We hope the effect of this decision will be felt 
throughout the country in moderating. unreason- 
able demands and checking the destructive tend- ; 
encies of heedless radicalism. It ought to encour- 
age the conservative forces in all unions and 
emphasize the urgent need for an assertion by these 
forces of a sane and constructive policy. The 
American nation is not going to tolerate for one 
moment revolutionary excesses and it has the 
power to protect itself from them. Organized 
labor would set itself back a long way if it were 
to turn from ‘its experienced and level-headed 
leaders, whose loyal guidance has brought it so 
far, and follow the foolish incitements of imprac- 
ticals and trouble seekers. we. 

Labor leadership in its action in the shopmen’s 
strike, and the even more inexcusable coast strike, 
sounds a note of warning which organized labor, 
we trust for its own sake, will heed. If it does the 
country will emerge quickly from its present costly 
situation, the wheels of production will speed, and 
America again will forge ahead toward prosperity. 

That is the only way to bring down the cost of 
living while keeping up the new level of wages. 


CRIMES OR MISDEMEANORS. 

We respectfully call to the attention of the 
clergymen of this city the knife duel between two 
youths aged 14 and 12 respectively. Adolescent love 
is likely to be violent, but there is some special sig- 
nificance in the form this particular outburst took. 

The ~ignificance seems to us to be this: that 
physical violence has been so long condoned in 
this community even the children have caught the 
contagion. 

Isn't it time the moral leadership of Chicago 
addressed itself seriously to this evil, even if it be 
necessary to abate our paramount interest in sins 
and misdemeanors of another order? It has seemed 
to us, for a long time, in fact, during years in 
which what are major offenses against law and 
morality have grown in number and seemingly in 
immunity from punishment, that crimes like mur- 
der, burglary and highway robbery deserve more 
attention than they get from us. Our moral disci- 
pline seems always so intent upon what we signi- 
ficantly call “immorality,” notably, sex immorality, 
gambling, intemperance, even down to questions 
of decorum, that it ignores the fact that murder is 
almost the safest of our activities and physical 
violence of all varieties a matter merely of news. 

We make more to do over a one piece bathing 
suit, at least so far as prompt and effective at- 
tempts to suppress are concerned, than over a 
housebreaking or a holdup. 
cerned with what men rink than what men as- 
sault, with what men and women do to themselves 
than what they do to others. 

We do not contend for private license or public 
license; but we do put it to those who have inter- 
ested themselves especially in community discipline 
whether it is not an extraordinary sense of propor- 
tion that produces so much activity in matters pri- 
marily of. private morals and comparatively so lit- 
tle in matters of serious felony. Why are the kill- 
ing of a human being and the escape of the crim- 
inal, in short, the serious and persistent prevalence 
of crimes of violence, and the inadequacy of pun- 
ishment, of so much less interest than the punish- 
ment of personal indulgence or vice?

“The war cost France $63,000,000,000," Le Matin 
says. “Of the $25,000,000,000 demanded by the allies 
from Germany, the share of France will amount to 
about $13,000,000.000. Consequently, France will have 
to produce from her own resources about $50,000,000,- 
000. According to Mr. Bertillion’s calculations, the 
war has reduced France to a population of 35,000,000. 

“ Germany has not been invaded, and her industries 
ean be immediately put in running order. Her minister 
of foreign affairs has said officially that the German 
nation expended $34,000,000,000 in the war. With the 
indemnity of $25,000,000,000 added to this figure, the 
total amounts to $59,000,000,000. The population of 
Germany is approximately 68,000,000.”

T is understood that toward its center 

the earth is a mass of molten lava.

J. M. D. writes: “I have had ivy 
poison for four years, It breaks out two 
or three times every summer. It has 
been worse this summer than it ever 
has. Was poisoned by a poison ivy vine. 
Can you tell me any remedy to cure it 
or to drive it out of my gystem? It 
breaks out in little water blisters and 
burns like fire. When I scratch it it 


spreads.” 
REPLY. 


Poison ivy does not get into the system. 
You have become exceptionally sensitive to 
it.. In consequence a contact which would 
not disturb the average person poisons you. 
The scientific name for this condition is an- 
aphylaxis. When you have touched ivy, 
wash the skin at once with soap and water. 
When blisters have formed do not scratch 
them. | Washing the skin near the blister as 


well as the blister with soap and water is/. 


about as good a treatment as any. 

A 3 per cent solution of carbolic acid ap- 
plied occasionally gives relief. If contin- 
uously applied carbolic acid poisoning may 
result. Many keep cloths wet in soda water

torial, “The Monroe Doctrine,” which 
appears in today’s TRIBUNE is well 
taken. But, in the same issue we read 
that 6,000,000 Germans have already ap- 
plied for passports and permission to 
leave,the country with the intention of 
settling in South America or Mexico. 

| To our way of thinking, this silent and 
subtle invasion is a vastly greater cause 
for alarm and a greater menace to the 
future peace and security of America 
‘than the present condition of the peace 
treaty. 

It means the Germanization of South 
America, and the old German methods 
instilled into the future generations, 
such as was'the subtle, silent, and se- 
cret attempt at the Germanization of 
North America. We shudder to think 
how nearly it succeeded in North Amer- 
ica; yet the prospect of success in South 
America is a thousand fold greater than 
it was in North America. 

With Japan in like manner subduing 
the Pacific coast and Mexico, and Ger- 
many in South America, we may well 
shudder when we contemplate the fu- 
ture. Yet we find senators making loud 
protestations about the peace treaty and 
the Monroe doctrine and the Shantung 
settlement, who seem to lack the cour- 
age to protect the country against these 
silent and aggressive invasions. When 
the Japanese and the Germans have 
continued these invasions to a success- 
ful issue and then combine their efforts, 
woe betide the republic of America. 

While we wish to see the Monroe doc- 
trine protected and held in force; we 
should like to see some of these loud 
spoken senators do something for these 
more subtle and deadlier invasions.

The first rift came, according to the 
bill, ingMarch, 1917. On that day, 
“without any provocation on her part, 
the defendant struck his wife with his 
clenched fist, at the same time address- 
ing to her epithets too obscene to be 
spread upon the records of the court,” 
says the Sill.

No Prohibition: Plank. 


Capt. Ebbert said that there is no 
present determination to attempt to 
get constitutional prohibition into the 
new constitution, by way of the ap-| 
proaching convention. 

“Only a decision of the United States 
Supreme court, whereby ratification} 
of the prohibition amendment to the 
federal constitution would be invali- 
dated, would precipitate a fight for 
constitutional prohibition at Spring- 
field,” Capt. Ebbert.said. “ That is the 
most remote possibility that can be 
contemplated, because ratification is 
an accomplished and air tight propo- 
sition. However, we are taking no 
chances. We have scrutinized the list 
of candidates very carefully. ‘ In only 
a few districts will it be necessary for 
our people to bestir themselves. On 
the whole, the personnel of the con- 
vention, as indicated by the delegates 
who seem to be sure to sit in the 
body, will be of exceptionally high 


It is expected the United Societies, 
in issuing the list of recommendations, 
will promulgate the platform upon 
which tue recommendations are made.

back to Chicago, 
in the belief of 
Special Assistant 
Corporation Coun- 
sel Cleveland. 

“ Judge Caver- - 
ly’s decision 
means that any 
person who has 


been charged 8 
cents for an “L” 
ride can get his 2 =) 
cents back at law,” said Mr. Cleve- 
land. “I believe that a similar de- 
cision will be rendered by the higher 
courts and the city’s intention to ask 
for an injunction against the new fares 
is materially strengthened by Judge 
Caverly’s decision.” : 

Other lawyers construed the decision 
as applying only to tickets already 
sold and not to cash fare payments. 
The face of the tickets is held to con- 
tain a printed contract for an “L” 
fare. 

It was Robert E. O’Connor, 3527 
Jackson boulevard, who wagered his 
time and money against the chance of 
winning 2 cents in order to prove that 
the new fares are in violation of the 
elevated’s contract with the city: 

In rendering his decision Judge Cav- 
erly said: 

“The court is of the opinion that 
the public utilities commission had not 
the power to enter -an order impair- 
ing the validity of the then existing 
contract between the plaintiffs and the 
defendant, which contract existed prior 
to the existence of the order. Finding 
will be for the plaintiff in the sum of 
2 cents and judgment on the finding.”

N his Labor day proclamation, is- 
yesterday, Mayor Thompson 
made a plea for “honest toil,” 
which. alone can repair the mate- 

rial waste and losses of war and re- 
store the nations’s prospérity. The 
Proclamation follows: 

“Whereas, The first Monday in Sep- 
tember is known und observed through- 
a the United States as Labor day; 
an 

“Whereas, This holiday will give op- 
portunity to pause and consider the 
fact that civilization for the last few 
years has been engaged through the 
war in a vast campaign of destruction 
in which millions of human lives and 
billions in treasure have been sacri- 
ficed; and 

“Whereas, The loss of human lives 
can never be made good, and the Amer- 
ican people must rely upon honest toil 
to repair the material waste and losses 
of war and to restore the commercial 
life of our nation to its normal condi- 
tion and supremacy; and 

“Whereas, This Labor day marks an 
epoch in the industrial life of our na- 
tion because of the great economic 
problems caused by the war which 
must be met and adjusted by construct- 
ive minds; and 

“Whereas, Chicago is suffering as a 
result of conditions through which 
many thousand working men are now 
out of employment in this city because 
these economic problems caused by the 
war have not n solved; 

“ Therefore, I, William Hale Thomp- 
son, mayor of the city of Chicago, do 
hereby proclaim Monday, Sept. 1, 1919, 
a legal holiday in’ and for the city 
of Chicago, and I take this occasion 
to urge our people to give careful 
thought to the problems confronting 
us and to the best methods of solving
